DAVID LLOYD GEORGE 


The rise of David Lloyd George 
from country lawyer in W ales to Pre­ 
mier of England and holder of dicta 
torial pow*er in one of the world’s 
greatest crises, is an epic of modern 
history. 
Born in M anchester, England, Janu­ 
ary 17, 1863, son of a U nitarian min­ 
ister, who died when he was an in­ 
fant, he was adopted by an uncle who 
was the village cobbler of Llanysty- 
mdwy, N orth W ales. 
In 1884 he be­ 
came a law student. 
Lloyd George w'as elected to P arlia­ 
ment in the Liberal interest from C ar­ 
narvon, Whales, in 1890, and was presi­ 
dent of the Board of Trade, 1905 to 
1908. In the latter year hid construc­ 
tive career began w ith his entry into 
the Asquith Cabinet as Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. 
In the great “budget 
battle” of 1909 he routed the once 
powerful House of Lords. 
He had been classed for years as 
a jaciflst, but in 1915, w'hen the B rit­ 
ish Coalition Cabinet was formed, 
Lloyd George became M inister of Mu- 
nilions. 
Ho mobilized the industrial 
resources of the nation bt*!ore it was 
too late, and with Sir Erie! Geddes or­ 
ganized the railw ay system behind the 
British armies. 
His call to the Prem iership, on De­ 
cember 6, 1916, was the logical out­ 
come of his success. Among the re ­ 
markable achievements of his regime 
were the nationalization of shipping 
which reduced the 
I -boat menace, 
the enfranchisement 
of

creation of the Irish Free State, the 
appointm ent of
